His Mind is ſo 
diſturbed and his Soul ſo poiſoned, that no- 
thing but continual Fretting, Tumultuation 
and Gnawing of Heart remain within him. 

Both Body and Soul become odious and 


deformed. As to the Body, Envy and Re- 


venge raiſe the Choler, diſorder and four 
the Blood; prey upon, waſte and decay 
the Spirits, and ſo cauſe Diſeaſes which cut 
the Thred of Life ſooner than its appointed 
Time. And as to the Mind, they diſquiet 
the Soul, cloud the Reaſon, diſcompole the 
Underſtanding, pervert the Will, ruffle the 
Affections, and diſquiet the whole Man. 


Thus whilſt a revengeful Haman feeds 


his Ambition, gratifies his Pride, and boils 
inwardly with Envy and Malice, thoſe

The Apoſtle St. Peter compareth him to 
a roaring Lion, ſeeking after his Prey, whom 1 Pet. v. 8. 
he may devour ; to intimate his earneſt and 
eager Deſire of our Deſtruction, no leſs than 
the greedy Appetite of an hungry Lion. 
We never read that God ever made uſe of 
his Service, but firſt he offer'd himſelf. 
When God did but make a motion, Who 
ſhall perſuade Ahab that he may go up, and iin. ii 
fall at Ramoth-Gilead? There came forth 4 79, 21,22- 
Spirit, and ſtood before the Lord, and ſaid, I 
will perſuade him: And the Lord ſaid unto* 
him, Wherewith? And he ſaid, Twill go forth, 
and I will be a lying Spirit in the mouth of all 
his Prophets. fy 
We read of God's binding and looſing him: Mark v. 4. 
there needs no Spur to prick him forward, Ke. x. 3. 
do but only looſe the Reins, his own ma- 
licious Deſire carries him with a full Ca- 
reer to do miſchief, without any Inſtigation 
to provoke him to it. "Hr 
This is the Nature of Ezvy, tis pictur'd 
with the Eyes always open, ever watching 
to do miſchief, weeping when others laugh, 


and laughing when others weep, delighting 


more 
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more in procuring Miſchief to another, than 


any Good to it ſelf. 


And Tertullian tells us, that the greateſt i 
Happineſſes the Pagans enjoy d were of no i 
Eſteem to them, in compariſon of the Sa- 
tisfaction they took in hating and torment. i 
ing the Chriſtians. | 

Hell is the only proper Place for envious, i 
malicious and revengeful Souls; there they 
meet with agreeable Companions, Spirits as 
deviliſh as chemſelyes, burning in hot Flames 
of Strife, Hatred and Contention. 

And all ſuch as ſtudy thoſe barbarous Vi- 
ces, who are acted by them, and, by a fiery 
Zeal, become Inſtruments of Deſtruction to 
others, advance the Kingdom of Satan, and 
effectually undermine and defeat that of 
Chriſt, trample on his Blood, loſe all Right to 
it; and ſo long as they live in thoſe damnable 
Sins, the Devil gets more and more power 
over them: and unleſs they repent, they 
will come to Deſtruction both of Body and 
Soul, and for ever be condemn'd to live in 
a State of Broils and Diſturbance, Strife and 
Diſcord, among envious, ſpiteful and infer- 
nal Spirits, in Regions of Horrour, and ex- 
treme Torment. |
